Tonight’s Conductors 


Dwight Bennett is currently Conductor of the University of 
Toronto Symphony Orchestra, Assistant Conductor of the Vienna 
State Opera, Artistic Director of Opera Mississauga, and Resident 
Conductor of the Candian Opera Company. 

A graduate of the University of Toronto, Mr. Bennett won 
first prize in the Heinz Unger Conducting Competition, and went 
on to study at Indiana University with Julius Herford, and in Europe 
with Franco Ferrara, Kiril Kondrashin, and Bernard Haitink. 

Mr. Bennett was for many years Music Director and Princi- 
pal Conductor of the Windsor Symphony and the Thunder Bay Sym- 
phony Orchestra. In addition, he has guest conducted orchestras and 
opera companies across Canada and the United States, and has been 
heard in recordings and broadcasts by the CBC on numerous occa- 
sions. 

His work has recently taken him to London, Kiev, Rotter- 
dam, Vienna, and Seattle. This season Mr. Bennett makes his debut 
with Opera in Concert conducting Rossini’s L’Jtaliana in Algeri, 
and in addition to his Canadian engagements, returns to Kiev and 
Vienna. 


Conductor and master teacher Doreen Rao is recognized as 
one of North America’s leading authorities on music performance 
in music education. She is Associate Professor of Music and Direc- 
tor of Choral Programs at the University of Toronto. Prior to her 
arrival in Toronto in 1988, Doreen Rao held a dual appointment as 
assistant conductor of the Chicago Symphony Chorus and music 
director of the Glen Ellyn Children’s Chorus, a performance pro- 
gramme regarded as a model of American music education, and 
acclaimed for award-winning recordings with the Chicago Sym- 
phony Orchestra and Chorus. 

In addition to her many North American appearances as con- 
ductor, lecturer, and choral clinician, Dr. Rao’s recent work abroad 
includes conducting concerts and masterclasses in Namibia, Poland, 
Czech Republic, Scandinavia, and Great Britain. She is a graduate 
of the University of Illinois and Northwestern University where she 
earned a Ph.D. in Music Education.
